Will Beg in May U>th. 


The new Rockford-Dixon 
line 
sure go. 
Glenn E Plumb, the prime mover in 
the project, and a party of capitalists 
and eng ineers drove into Rockford late 
1 Tuesday afternoon. 
The disting uished 
‘ party is made up of J ames Lyman, e n ­ 
g ineer for the General Electric Co., F. 
E. Cribben, representing the bond pur­ 
chasers; Geo. M. Brill, the electric e x­ 
pert for the company: L. G. Bostedo o‘ 
( licag o. treasurer of the company ; and 
J . B. Bertolet. the surveyor. 
These g entlem en 
started Monday 
from Sterling and drove over the en­ 
tire line, for the purpose of carefully 
considering the advantag es 
and diffi 
cuitiea in favor of the various detours 
from the main line which may 
be de 
cided upon. 
Mr. Plum b states that by May 15th 
eig ht g ang s of men would be rushing 
the preliminary work of construction 
Two g ang s will be worked each 
way 
from Oreg on, two from Dixon and one 
wonting out from Rockford and Ster­ 
ling . 
11 is expected that the road will 
be actively running over the complete 
line by May, 19 02. 
It is possible that 
temporary arrang ement? may be made 
with the Rockford Edison* ). to supply 
power for opera sing the Rockford end 
of the line, which will be of g reat as­ 
sistance in handling construction m a­ 
terial and forwarding the work from 
that point. 
T he power bouse will be 
located at Grand Detour, 
where the 
water power will be utilized. 
It is planned to g ive an 
hourly ser­ 
vice, with five trains of as many cars 
as may bo necessary to handie the traf­ 
fic. 
T he round trip will be made 
in 
five hours, which will allow for a brief 
stop at Sterling , the last car reaching 
Rockford at one o’clock 
a. m. 
T he 


f ar e will be two cents a mile. 
Every­ 
thing pertaining to the line will 
be of 
the very best, advantag e oeing taken 
of the latest and most improved 
elec­ 
trical machinery and equipment. 
The 
coaches will be of toe very handsomest 
type and much larg er than those com ­ 
monly used in city traffic. 
T he cost of 
construction 
will 
be approximately, 
$1,150,000, and the road has 
already 
been bonded for a million 
and a half, 
the bonds having 
a present market 
value of 8 5. T he line will enter Rock 
ford from the southwest. 
Dixon has g reat reason to rejoice 
over the fact that this long -talked of 
line is at last to be built, for it means 
much in the way of prosperity to the 
city, as it opens up a rich and prosper­ 
ous territory hitherto almost Inaccee 
sitle. 
It will bring into Dixon a vast 
amount of business which has before 
been able to g et into the city only oc 
eastonally.
